The palm-fringed coves of the Bahamas were once home-base for pirates, gun-runners, 
and (during Prohibition in the U.S.) bootleggers. Now, they’re as peaceful as a South 
Pacific set. If places have personalities, then Nassau, the Bahamian capital, is the re- 


formed rake: the man who’s led an exciting, dangerous, sometimes shady, life, but 
has now left all that comfortably far behind him. The Bahamas are an arc of islands— 
700 of them, scattered across the Caribbean like channel markers in the path of the 


Gulf Stream. They have one of the world's happiest climates: Twelve months out of 
twelve the temperature hovers between seventy and eighty, with fresh sea breezes, 
little humidity, little rain. Summer is off-season, and prices are low. 
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Nassau, on the small island of New Providence, is so important in the Bahamian 
scheme of things that the other 699 islands are all called Out Islands (more about 
these in a forthcoming issue). From the air (about three pleasant hours from New York 
on a Pan Am jet is one way of getting there), New Providence looks as flat as a prairie 


state—floats in an aquamarine sea. Everywhere you go in the Bahamas, the brilliant 
blue of the water startles the eye. Nassau itself is very British-colony: handsome 
Colonial government buildings, limestone houses in pale pastels, horse-drawn surreys 
clopping down quiet streets where pink and red bougainvillaea pour over garden 
walls—and almost everywhere, the fragrance of flowers. There isn't the poverty one 
sees so often in the Caribbean—the awareness of people leading desperate lives. 


Sightseeing might lead you to tour Nassau in a surrey; to explore her historic forts;

The 
evenness of modern machine-made 
stitches would show up with the 
regularity of Morse code dashes. So 
Mr. Plunkett revived the era of the 
hand-sewn garment to recreate the 
clothes for this 1839-1889 picture. 
He also reversed an old (1492) idea. 
Columbus started the whole western 
movement trying to find a quick way 
to India. Mr. Plunkett had to go east 
to get west. The only place able to 
produce the 5000 yards of hand- 
woven homespun needed was—India. 

Homespun could be delivered by 
mail, but 2000 buffalo had to be 
rounded up. Now, there are 1200 to 
2000 buffalo (the world’s largest 
herd) in vast Custer State Park 
(South Dakota’s Black Hills), but 
they don’t stand side by side waiting 
for a talent scout to turn up. It took 
over a week for 200 wranglers to find 
and herd in enough buffalo to stage 
the biggest stampede ever filmed. So 
the roundup continued till the windup.

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Young married life 


In a France accelerated and Americanized, what, one won- 
deve, has happened to the Frenchwoman, particularly the 
young married one. As the bonds of church and family be- 
dome weaker, help scarcer, careers more available, life 
more rushed, apartments crowded and undistinguished, is 
she МШШ the world synonym for feminine charm? After 
spending six weeks in France, my observation is that 
the Frenchwoman, in the face 
of thundering odds, remains, 
staunchly, a Frenchwoman—gay, 
ehle, meticulous housekeeper, 
glorious cook. As case histories, 
| chose two Parisians, Yolande 
Ertzbischoff and Colette Chau- 
vallon. mothers of small children, 
married to bright young pro- 
fessional men, living in Paris. 
These two cannot be called typi- 
cal—perhaps the quality of the 
Frenchwoman is that she is 
never typical, always special— 
but their lives follow a pattern 
that can be seen many times 
over throughout France, a pat- 
tern rooted in the attitude of 
France to its women. 

“The husband is the head of 
the family" says the French civil 
code, as precise as when Na- 
poleon's lawyers wrote it. “He 
exercises this function for the 


common interest of the home and 


a closely delineated society, and the code’s dry words melt 
into the sensible concept that the hearth, the “foyer,” is the 
center of her life. 

“The Frenchwoman” says novelist and movie maker 
Marguerite Duras, “has a passion for her home. Even if it is 
built on the sands of a modern society she builds it to last for- 
ever. This passion for organizing her home has resisted all the 
contradictions of modern living.” 

Yolande Ertzbischoff, twen- 
ty-nine, daughter of an army 
colonel, married thirty-year-old 
Alain two years ago. She had 
worked since she was twenty, first 
as a governess, then as a hostess 
for the city of Paris. Now she has 
no thought of doing much out- 
side her own home. Her interest 
is in taking care of Alain, who 
earns about five thousand dollars 
a year (the equivalent of eight 
thousand dollars in America) 
working for the drug company 
Alpha Chime Pfizer, and their 
small son Eric. 

Staying home, however, is 
not what sets the young French- 
woman apart. It is how she stays 
home, how she goes to work. 
Colette Chauvallon is a pedia- 
trician. She met her husband on

To an American this seems forbidding and somewhat 
anachronistic, and perhaps it is.

Contrary to one's picture of that charming, musty 
old Paris house, Yolande and Colette live in large, feature- 
less apartment buildings, welcome their husbands home off a 
push-button elevator. Their wide windows overlook a charac- 
terless view of other buildings and their kitchens sparkle as 
antiseptically as a store display. 
Their living-dining rooms are 
distinguished only by a few love- 
ly, inherited Louis XVI pieces 
of furniture. With Paris Match on 
the coffee table (replacing Life 
or Look), Camus (instead of 
Hemingway) dominating the 
bookshelf, blank spaces for “what 
we plan to buy,” halls jammed 
with baby carriages, it seems 
more like New York's Peter 
Cooper Village than the City of 
Light. 

Yolande insists, “We are 
very lucky. We are in town in a 
clean, convenient building. Many 
of my friends have to commute. 
Others are crowded into the attics 
of their families houses or live 
in damp old buildings. Couples 
often have to put off marrying 
just because they can't find a 
place to live. For young people 
who don't inherit an apartment, 
it’s the worst problem.”

one I knew then had a maid but no car, no refrigerator and 
surely no washing machine. Now everyone has car, refrig- 
erator and washing machine, but the maid has disap- 
peared. Both Yolande and Colette rise early to make 
breakfast for husbands and children, depend on either 
their mother or mother-in-law for baby-sitting.

“I 
don’t think Alain would let the apartment influence his 
choice of jobs," says Yolande, “but. . . .” Papa Chauvallon 
helped Colette and Gerard buy their more spacious, three- 
bedroom flat. “Even though Gerard has a good job I can’t 
see any way we could have lived comfortably in Paris with- 
out family help," says Colette. (The apartment cost 
$26,000.) 

What struck me most is how the daily life of young 
married women has become what the French call “Ameri- 
canized.” In the decade since I was a young wife in Paris 
with two tiny children the change seems enormous. Every- 


Yolande, newly married and still 
wearing her trousseau, hopes to spend only one hundred 
dollars this year but Colette will spend about four times 
that. “We wear skirts and sweaters all day so we need only 
a few dinner dresses, a suit and a coat for each season.” 

The greatest change in the lives of these French wives 
is Le Déjeuner. This meal in the middle of the day has tra- 
ditionally set the pattern of a woman’s day: a full three- 
course lunch to prepare, a gathering of her brood—husband 
home from work, children home from school. The mistress 
of the house had no need of outside friends—or activities— 
as she was totally occupied most of the morning getting 
ready for the midday return of her family.

Giuseppe di Lampedusa's novel about nineteenth-century Sicily, The 
Leopard, is а minor masterpiece, lusty, elegiac, the fruit of its author’s 
learned, aristocratic life. How incongruous, people thought, for the 
very American Burt Lancaster, interpreter of truck drivers and con- 
viels, to play its hero, the witty, overbred, very Italian “leopard” 
Prince of Salina, But Lancaster has become Hollywood’s Prince of 
Chameleons. an actor (in the Olivier, Guinness tradition) who will 
take magnificently to any coloring. Here a report on filming The 
Leopard in Palermo (the movie opens this month) which tells how Lan- 


caster took on Lampedusa’s Sicily, by the book’s English translator and 


dialogue director of the picture, Archibald Colquhoun 


The mountains round Palermo have never looked so close as they 
do in this palpitating heat; there is something menacing about those 
ereat rocks thrusting sheer out of the plain, fit places for the age- 
less or the primeval, for noon-day demons, centaurs, and the bandit 
Giuliano. Here in Sicily, heat is like a ravening beast, another image to 
add to Lampedusa’s many-sided Leopard. In the sun it crouches for a 
pounce, in the shade it attacks the innards and liquidates the will. 
Beneath it Palermo lies aquiver with suspense from the first moments 
after dawn. On main streets, near impenetrable slums, taut faces 
jostle and tension seems at breaking-point. But down at the end of 
one street, clearly visible from the center of town, lies a symbol of 
coolness and escape, a white ship at anchor ready to sail for the Isles 
of the Hesperides with those who can afford the fare. 

In the heat and dust the Roman cameramen, Milanese dressers, 


Bolognese interior decorators, potter round amiably, half-naked or in 


ancaster, 


singlets and jeans as for road-mending, comrades in misfortune on 
alien soil. To most of them a summer in Sicily is like sweating it out 
on one of those convict islands that used to encircle the southern 
Italian coasts. The old dictum “No one travels south of Rome” has 
extended its meaning in recent years as the search for bathing beaches 
spreads, but even now very few Italians from the mainland think of 
coming to Sicily for pleasure. To them it is a foreign country or a kind 
of colony whose appalling condition excites in them a mixture of guilt 
and contempt. The “troupe” of The Leopard wandering round Palermo 
in search of pleasure in off moments are conspicuous by their different 
faces, clothes, cars, and something in their bearing that emphasizes 
detachment. 

Filming is of its very nature full of paradoxes; a particularly 
odd one here is that one of the members of the company most sensitive 
and sympathetic to Sicilian life and manners is an American, Burt 
Lancaster himself, the very actor whose choice for the key part of 
the Prince of Salina caused raised eyebrows. He has absorbed local 
atmosphere, visited the city's monuments, read background books on 
the island (at the moment he is investigating Dennis Mack Smith's 
views on Garibaldi and the Sicilian peasantry in 1860). His knowledge 
of the text of The Leopard is extraordinary; he has met and talked 
with almost everyone connected with the book. The actor's chameleon 
gift of sympathy, of entering an alien life and making it his own, has 
combined with a long-standing and very personal interest in the arts 
quite apart from acting. He has lived The Leopard, until as filming 
develops he is coming to represent more and more the spirit of the 
book, perhaps more aware than anyone on the set (apart from the 


director) how difficult it is to put a work (Continued on page 122)

and it must be 
justified very largely by the fact that it is 
a feeling which is absent from scientific 
achievements—although mathematicians 
have told us that it is similar to the feeling 
aroused by their finest calculations. We 
might say that in the modern world the art 
of painting is defensible only in so far as 
it is complementary to science. 

We are propelled in the same direction 
by another achievement of modern science, 
the study of psychology. That peeling away 
of the psyche, which was formerly confined 
to spiritual instructors, or the great novel- 
ists, has become a commonplace of conver- 
sation. When a good, solid, external word 
like Duty is turned into a vague, uneasy, 
internal word like Guilt, one cannot expect 
artists to take much interest in good, solid, 
external objects. The artist has always been 
involved in the painful process of turning 
himself inside out, but in the past his inner 
convictions have been of such a kind that 
they ean, so to say, re-form themselves round 
an object. But, as we have seen, even in 
Leonardo's time, there were certain obscure 
needs and patterns of the spirit, which 
could discover themselves only through less 
precise. analogies—the analogies provided 
hy stains on walls or the embers of a fire. 
Now, | think that in this inward-looking 
ape, when we have become so much more 
aware of the vagaries of the spirit, and so re- 
Араши of the working of the un ous, 
he artist in more likely to find his point 
af departure in analogies of this kind. I 
must, however, observe that our respect for 
{he unconscious mind not only gives us an 
interest in analogy blots, but in what I 
culled "gesture blots” as well. An apologist 
of modern art has said; “What we want to 


know is not what the world looks like, but 
what we mean to each other." 

As painting went off with the blot, 
when the split took place between our facul- 
ties of measurement and intuition, so archi- 
tecture went off with the diagram. Of course 
architecture had always been involved with 
measurement and calculation, but we tend 
to forget how greatly it was also involved 
with the imitation of external objects. “The 
question to be determined," said Ruskin, 
*is whether architecture is a frame for the 
sculpture, or the sculpture an ornament of 
the architecture." And he came down on the 
first alternative. Many people disagreed 
with him in his own day; they thought that 
sculpture should be subordinate to the total 
design of the building. But that anything 
claiming to be architecture could dispense 
with ornament altogether never entered any- 
one's head till a relatively short time ago. 

A purely diagrammatic architecture is 
only about thirty years older than a purely 
blottesque painting; yet it has changed the 
face of the world and produced in every big 
city a growing uniformity. Perhaps because 
it is a little older, perhaps because it seems 
to have a material justification, we have 
come to accept it without question. People 
who are still puzzled or affronted by action 
painting are proud of the great steel and 
glass boxes which have arisen so miracu- 
lously in the last ten years. And yet these 
two are manifestations of the same state of 
mind. The same difficulties of function, the 
same deflection from the external object, 
and the same triumph of science. Abstract 
painting and glass box architecture are re- 
lated in two different ways. There is the di- 
rect relationship of style—the kind of re- 
lationship which painting and architecture 
had with one another in the great consistent 
ages of art like the 13th and 17th centuries. 
For modern architecture is not simply func- 
tional; at its best it has a style which is al- 
most as definite and as arbitrary as Gothic. 
Thirty years after Paters dictum, paint-

lunch. They eat à /a Americaine at their office 
canteen. 

Will the Frenchwoman, like her American 
contemporary, soon find long hours that have 
to be gainfully filled between breakfast and 
dinner as an absent family and mechanization 
change the pattern of a morning spent market- 
ing, trying on dresses, preparing for a noon- 
time family gathering? *Possibly," says Dr. 
Chauvallon, *but our solution will be a differ- 
ent one. I am married to a Frenchman so I 
must first of all be a French wife.” 

“This means,” says a distinguished 
French journalist, married, with two children, 
as she closed her desk, “several things. First 
I, like every Frenchwoman, hold my place in 
the family of primary importance. Now for 
example I will pick up my children at their 
grandmother's for dinner. | am not so much 
me as a member of two families, You in 
America live much more with your own gen- 
eration. You have many activities with other 
women whereas we are always chez Mama or 
vice versa, Next, a Frenchwoman is a fanatic 
housekeeper. All of us are very concerned 
about the food we eat. The quality of the 
cuisine can make or break a marriage.” 

French breakfast, for instance, is a sim- 
ple meal, coffee and croissants. But the bread 
has to be fresh, and both Yolande and Colette 
rush around the corner before breakfast to buy 
it. The rest of their morning is devoted to mak- 
ing beds, taking children to the park and 
marketing, a time-consuming job as the butch- 
er, baker, green grocer and fromagier run sep- 
arate establishments. If the ladies have guests, 
as they do about once a week, shopping for a 
dinner for six is a leisurely morning's activity. 
Le Diner includes soup or hors d’oeuvres, then 
an entree (a roast of veal, or kidneys en 
brochette and vegetables) ; then a change of 
plate for salad and cheese; finally a dessert 
(chocolate mousse or a genoise, an elaborate 
sponge cake covered with coffee cream). For 
their husbands’ nightly dinners: same number 
of courses, just as much care. 

But to this reporter the most important 
thing about the Frenchwoman is the French- 
man. He is interested in women, in every as- 
pect of their lives. Miss Duras comments, 
“The Frenchwoman knows herself to be de- 
sired. She can never forget it. In the street, in 
no matter what public place, she knows her- 
self wanted, Even relationships of camaraderie 
take into consideration that the two are of 
different sex . . . French husbands prefer their 
wives appreciated .. . they want their friends 
to find their wives charming." 

Miss Duras' comments dovetail with those 
of Gerard Chauvallon. *A woman's way of 
looking at the world is different and must be 
appreciated as such." He remembers as an 
exchange army officer the American dinners 
where women congregated at one end of a 
room, the men at another. “Do,” ask the 
Chauvallons, ^American women gather to- 
gether defensively? Possibly because their

of such verbal artistry into visual terms, and 
more determined to fill his dialogue with 
Lampedusa's poetic meaning. Mutual respect 
grows between himself and Italy’s most metic- 
ulous and dynamic director, Luchino Visconti, 
whose view of the script is more sociological. 
Their heads are often to be seen together on 
the set animatedly discussing some point 
in the script. Their collaboration augurs well 
for the serious quality of a film in which a 
member of the new world has so fruitfully 
been brought in to redress the balance of 
the old. 

The cinema has a way of holding a dis- 
torting mirror up to nature, and producing 
an image that is larger than life. These 175 
aliens, Italians, French, with a smattering of 
British and Americans, move through the 
Sicilian scene which they are here to “cap- 
ture" with an uncanny resemblance to an in- 
vading force. The flag of the producing com- 
pany, Titanus, floats from technical vehicles, 
caravans, and private transport of exotic and 
expensive design; and the route to a location 
in the remote interior, such as Ciminna where 
the outdoor scenes of Donnafugata are being 
filmed, is scattered with colored arrows bear- 
ing the same potent and faintly pixie sylla- 
bles. They might be road signs of some 
armored division in war. Again, up at Bello- 
lampo above Palermo where the Salina family 
carriages are being “shot” on their way to 
Donnafugata amid “bare hillsides flaming 
yellow in the sun,” the company’s transport 
spread in a defile of stony slopes might be 
brigade headquarters somewhere in the West- 
ern Desert. Closer to the “shooting” an as- 
sistant director in a bush-shirt wields a walkie- 
talkie with expert ease. High above, between 
rocks, the sun glints on massed cameras lying 
in wait like field-guns for the carriages to pass 
below. On a distant track Alain Delon as Tan- 
credi, in top hat and peg-top trousers, wheels 
his horse like an elegant decoy. 

To Sicilians who stand on the side of 
roads watching all this with slightly dazed 
surprise these film folk must seem to have un- 
limited resources; those closer to the organiza- 
tion would also notice an ultimate ruthless- 
ness where the film’s interests are concerned, 
which is again not unlike an army intent on 
winning a war. Actually the tactical adminis- 
trative headquarters of Titanus in Palermo, 
mentioned with bated breath, like some font 
of Providence, as “la Produzione,” is much 
subject to local pressures. The Mafia, l'enorata 
società, has already caused a major change of 
location from one projected on the former 
Lampedusa estates at Palma di Montechiaro, 
in the worst mafioso district on the island. 
Now at the entrance to every set is to be seen 
a paunchy man of imposing aspect in singlet 
and straw hat; he was taken on as a watch- 
dog after marching into the offices and an- 
nouncing himself as a Mafia leader who could 
provide “protection.” (“As if they would not 


have come to me if they’d wanted to arrange 
anything of that kind,” murmured the Duke 
of Palma, Lampedusa’s adopted son, who is 
attached to the company as Sicilian expert.) 

The Prince of Lampedusa, whose eye was 
so attuned to his fellow-countrymen’s reac- 
tions to invaders, would have had some fas- 
cinating, though no doubt muted, comments 
on the forces unleashed by the filming of his 
own book. In the tiny inner world of Palermo 
society, most of whose members are connected 
with or descended from characters in The 
Leopard, there is a mixture of alarm and fas- 
cination masked by well-bred detachment, a 
love-hate towards these outsiders who have 
come to portray “la belle époque” of their own 
great-grandparents. The local Four Hundred 
(the exact number is 250) lie, now the heat 
has started, beneath the pines and breezes of 
the Mondello Yacht Club, commenting glanc- 
ingly on these visitors from a social outer 
space who have so strangely become part of 
their summer. To them, Visconti is an alarm- 
ing renegade, while Burt Lancaster, whose 
huge yacht lies out beyond the mole mak- 
ing their own little craft look like cockle- 
shells, is like some invading tribal chieftain, 
an Alaric or Theodoric whose surprisingly 
good manners they can observe for them- 
selves: They have made him a member of the 
club and there he is lunching at the next 
table. Though last year this particular set did 
entertain the Prince and Princess of Liége, 
nowadays a filmstar of such rank is the near- 
est most Italians get to royalty. While popular 
reaction in Italy itself varies from familiarity 
to fetish-like respect (“If I could shake your 
hand, Mr. Lancaster, it would change my life,” 
said a girl of fifteen from Ohio in a restaurant 
in Rome), Sicilian interest is contained and 
withdrawn. For local grandees he fits into a 
pattern of hospitality that throughout the ages 
has included anyone of high degree visiting 
the island, from kings, emperors, and vice- 
roys, to Wagner and General Patton. 

In the bar of Palermo’s lushest hotel, 
Villa Igiea, actors and producers, operating 
troops and staff, down Bloody Marys at fabu- 
lous prices under the indifferent eyes of rich 
elderly tourists. Along the coast of the Conca 
d'Oro a little season has whirled up among a 
few villas outside the normal letting range 
that have been taken by various members of 
the “troupe.” Delon projects gay house- 
parties, friends from the Cóte d'Azur mingling 
with permanent entourage of Romy Schneider, 
agent, and elocution coaches (he has two). 
Even the Hollywood make-up man (who, such 
are the improbabilities of the film world, turns 
out to be much closer to a viceroy than any 
of the Spanish viceroys’ descendants down at 
the Club, being a nephew of the first Lord 
Wavell) has a villa overlooking the sea. Squire 
of this ephemeral summer colony is Lancaster 
himself, who has moved with his wife and five

men—superficially so gallant—always open- 
ing the door'—are uninterested in what their 
women say and do? 

“American women confuse me," says Ger- 
ard, “they want a kind of admiration but at 
the same time are unflirtatious, An American 
woman is afraid to be left stranded. | think 
the Frenchwoman is without this insecurity. 
She knows her value. She has been taught it 
since infancy and though she is now entering 
a man's world of work she is not trying to lose 
her identity as a woman; she is simply ex- 
tending it in keeping with a changing world." 

The young Frenchwoman is facing many 
changes in her traditional pattern of living. 
Divorce though expensive is no longer taboo. 
The working woman is increasingly in evi- 
dence—women comprise a third of the work- 
ing force and the range of their occupations 
increases daily. (Gerard's young sister was 
one of several to graduate brilliantly last year 
from the great engineering school, the Poly- 
technic.) Certainly the refrigerator and the 
washing machine will influence a woman's 
life as they have here, but the Frenchwoman's 
appreciation of her own value as a female, 
will, I think, preserve her special charms. She 
is sometimes protected, sometimes poorly used 
but at all times defined. And for her, this 
works. The law, the family and the male have 
given her a framework within which she can 
be secure enough to change without sacrificing 
that for which she is justly famous.

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children into one of Sicily's last great country 
houses in as perfect running order as the 
Prince of Salina's a hundred years ago. Here, 
at Villa Scalea, home of the Lanza di Scalea. 
gardeners in green aprons sweep alleys be- 
neath a long stucco facade, while behind shut- 
ters lie cool rooms aglisten with mirrors and 
rococo, and the only sounds are the faint 
tinkle of a fountain and the pad of heraldic- 
looking dogs on marble. 

Only the director himself, Luchino Vis- 
conti, is seldom seen in giro except on the set. 
This unlikely figure, Duke of Modrone from 
his father’s side and millionaire from tooth- 
paste factories on his mother’s, is himself a 
breakaway from his own world, a Philippe 
Egalité of film-land, who lives Right and 
thinks Left. In Italian show business his posi- 
tion is something akin to Reinhardt’s or 
Diaghilev’s on an international plane. Founder 
of the whole school of Italian neo-realist films, 
opera and theatre producer on a splendid yet 
always personal scale, he is “Maestro” to his 
Italian staff. There is something rather superb 
about his aloofness. Invitations, even from 
cousins, are not answered. Like a commander- 
in-chief protected by A.D.C’ 
satrap surrounded by janissaries, he lives in

the huge hulk of an ancient fort on the sea 
where Nelson once had his headquarters. Two 
months ago it was a vast ruin; now it is full 
of plumbing, furniture, and footmen, ready 
to receive its august tenant until the end of 
summer. Here, after an exhausting day of per- 
sonally surveying, animating, and sometimes 
participating in every detail of a “take” (once 
his staff watched riveted as he personally 
stuffed a mattress with straw), Visconti re- 
laxes amid his favorites. Parlor-games are 
played, and the court-dance is said to be the 
twist. 

One of the peak dramatic moments of the 
filming so far has been off-camera, and it took 
a young American publicity man, Lee Minoff, 
to arrange it. This was the first visit of the 
author’s widow to the set. It happened at a 
villa outside Palermo, Boscogrande, done up 
to represent the Villa Salina of the first and 
last chapters of the novel. The Princess of 
Lampedusa, ex-President of the Italian Psy- 
cho-analysts’ Association, devoted tender of 
her husband's shrine (she has personally 
checked most of the sixteen translations), is as 
potent and awe-inspiring a figure in her own 
field as Visconti is in his. They had not met 
before, nor had the Princess been shown the 
script. As she advanced down the splendid 
enfilade of salons, furnished for the duration 
of the filming with heirlooms from the Maz- 
zarino palace, a hush fell. On the crowded set 
tension hung in the air, affecting all present 
except the scene's two main protagonists. 
They met; “Just like a home of old aunts in 
the country,” her voice was heard saying; they 
began discoursing with ease and grace as if 
no one else were present; then Burt Lan- 


caster entered, was presented, cameras flashed 
(Well, perhaps as there are so many lovely 
girls here . . ." came her murmur), and she 
sank on to a chair to watch Visconti direct 
Rina Morelli as the Princess of Salina, her 
own glistening black robes stealing all the 
color from the brocade costumes and silken 
walls. An old gramophone struck up “Vi rav- 
viso, o luoghi ameni” from La Sonnambula. .. . 

Now the villa has gone back to its occu- 
pants with a wave of the Titanus magic wand 
and the wand has moved on—spreading its 
own form of exaltation and devastation. At 
Ciminna, one of those lost Sicilian towns at 
the end of a dust track whose roofs lie like 
leaves round a mother-church, one whole side 
of the main square has been rebuilt in “ex- 
asperated" baroque to represent the facade of 
the Salina palace at Donnafugata. Here, at the 
scene of the Salina family's arrival, while a 
band played “Noi siamo zingarelli" and towns- 
folk streamed across the square in welcome, 
Visconti himself was hurrying round with 
bellows, scattering dust (Max Factor's best) 
over Lancaster and his party, muttering to 
himself: *Death, death, like the corpses in the 
Capuchins! This symbolizes the first signs of 
the death of a class!" 

Death takes over, with the heavenly 
bodies, at the grand climax of the film, the 
Ponteleone ball. Palazzo Gangi, its setting, 
is one of the three great houses still in private 
hands in Palermo, home of the Princes of 
San Vincenzo, scene of a state tea party for 
King George V in 1925. Set in its own square 
deep in the slums of old Palermo with saffron 
and white facade interspersed with hanging 
gardens, it dreams over the surrounding 
squalor. Up a double branching staircase fit 
for the appearance of Armide are a gallery 
and ballroom of oriental splendor, French 
rococo twisted and gilt and re-gilt by local 
craftsmen, all reflected in innumerable mir- 
rors, “conferring on the room,” like that of 
Palazzo Ponteleone in the novel, *the look of 
some superb jewel case shut off from an un- 
worthy world." Who will the guests be? The 
compilers of the lists have run into Visconti's 
visual perfectionism; none of the women at 
the ball are to look in the slightest sunburnt. 
Under the pines of the Mondello Yacht Club 
the bearers of the island's great names, Lanza, 
Moncada, Alliata, murmur “Surely Stefanina 
San Vincenzo will never allow ‘film extras’ 
in her house," and wonder if they might sac- 
rifice their bathing and dance in the ball for 
charity. No one realizes more than they that 
change is in the air. It is likely to be the last 
great ball on that scale in such a setting to 
take place at Palermo. And after it, for every- 
one, extras and grandees, “in the empty sup- 
per room will remain only dirty plates, glasses 
with dregs of wine which servants, glancing 
round, hurriedly drain; while through the 
chinks in the shutters filters a plebian light

of dawn. . .. 
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Holland, and France began to put into prac- 
tice the theory that “all art constantly aspires 
to the condition of music"; and curiously 
enough this Pythagorean mystique of meas 
urement produced a style—the style which 
reached its purest expression in the Dutch 
painter, Mondrian, And through the influence 
of the Bauhaus, this became the leading style 
of modern architecture. 

The other relationship between contem- 
porary architeclure and painting appears to 
be indirect and even accidental. I am thinking 
of the visual impact when the whole upper 
part of a tall glass building mirrors the clouds 
or the dying embers of a sunset, and so be- 
comes a frame for a marvellous, moving 
Tachiste picture. I do not think that future 
historians of art will find this accidental at 
all, but will see it as the culmination of a 
long process beginning in the Romantic 
period, in which, from Wordsworth and De 
Quincey onwards, poets and philosophers 
recognized the movement of clouds as the 
symbol of a newly discovered mental faculty. 


Now for some thoughts on what may hap- 
pen in the future. I think that the state of af- 
fairs which I have called the blot and the 
diagram will last for a long time. Architecture 
will continue to be made up of glass boxes 
and steel grids, without ornament of any kind. 
Painting will continue to be subjective and 
arcane, an art of accident rather than rule, of 
stains on walls rather than of calculation, of 
inscape rather than of external reality. 

This conclusion is rejected by those who 
believe in a social theory of art, They main 
tain that a living art must depend on the pop- 
ular will, and that neither the blot nor the 
diagram is popular; and, since those who 
hold a social theory of art are usually Marx- 
ists, they point to Soviet Russia as a country 
where all my conditions obtain—differentia- 
tion of function, the domination of science 
and so forth—and yet what we call modern 
art has gained no hold. This argument does 
not impress me. There is, of course, nothing 
at all in the idea that Communist doctrines 
inevitably produce social realism. Painting in 
Yugoslavia, in Poland and Hungary is in the 
same modern idiom as painting in the United 
States, and shows remarkable vitality. Where- 
as the official social realism of the U.S.S.R.. 
except for a few illustrators, lacks life or con- 
viction, and shows no evidence of represent- 
ing the popular will. In fact Russian architec- 
ture has already dropped the grandiose offi- 
cial style, and I am told that this is now taking 
place in painting also. In spite of disapproval 
amounting to persecution, experimental paint- 
ers exist and find buyers. 

I doubt if the Marxists are even correct 
in saying that the blot and the diagram are not 


popular. The power. size, and splendour of, 
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say, the Seagram building in New York makes 


it as much the objeet of pride and wonder as | 


great architecture was in the past. And one of 
the remarkable things about Tachisme is the 
speed with which it has spread throughout 
the world, not only in sophisticated centres, 
but in small local art societies. It has become 


as much an international style as Gothic in 


the 14th and Baroque in the 17th centuries, I |

in the Tachiste style, and | found that many 
of them were painted by the same artists, often 
quite elderly people, who had previously 
painted the mountains and streets. As works 
of art, they seemed to me neither better nor 
worse. But I could not help thinking that they 
must have been less trouble to do, and I re- 
flected that the painters must have had a hap- 
py time releasing the Dionysiac elements in 
their natures. However, we must not be too 
cynical about this. I do not believe that the 
spread of action painting is due solely to the 
fact that it is easy to do. Cubism, especially 
synthetic Cubism, also looks easy to do, and 
never had this immense diffusion. It remained 
the style of a small élite of professional paint- 
ers and specialised art lovers; whereas Tach 
isme has spread to fabrics, to the decoration 
of public buildings, to the baekgrounds of 
television programs, to advertising of all kinds 
Indeed the closest analogy to action painting 


is the most popular art of all—the art of jazz, | 


The trumpeter who rises from his seat as one 
possessed, and squirts out his melody like a 
scarlet scrawl against a background of plan- 
gent dashes and dots, is not as a rule perform- 
ing for a small body of intellectuals. 
Nevertheless, | do not think that the

Now [he continues] you may read 
the works of the gravest critics oj art 
from end to end; but you will find, ct 
last, they can give you no other true 
account of the spirit of sculpture than 
that it is an irresistible human instinct 
jor the making of cats and mice, and 
other imitable living creatures, in such 
permanent form that one may play with 


the images at leisure. 


I cannot help feeling that he was right. | am 
fond of works of art, and I collect them. But 
| do not want to hang them on the wall 
simply in order to get an electric shock every 
time that I pass them. I want to hold them, 
and turn them round and re-hang them—in 
short, to play with the images at leisure. And, 
putting aside what may be no more than a per- 
sonal prejudice, I rather doubt if an art which 
depends solely on the first impact on our emo- 
tions is permanently valid. When the shock is 
exhausted, we have nothing to occupy our 
minds. And this is particularly troublesome 
with an art which depends so much on the 
unconscious, because, as we know from the 
analysis of dreams, the furniture of our un- 
conscious minds is even more limited, repeti- 
tive, and commonplace than that of our con- 
scious minds. The blots and stains of modern 
painting depend ultimately on the memories 
of things seen, memories sunk deep in the 
unconscious, overlaid, transformed, assimi- 
lated to a physical condition, but memories 
none the less. Ex nihilo nihil fit. It is not pos- 
sible for a painter to lose all contact with the 
visible world. 

At this point the apes have provided valu- 
able evidence. There is no doubt that they are 
Tachiste painters of considerable accomplish- 
ment. | do not myself care for the work of 
Congo the chimp, but Sophie, the Rotterdam 
gorilla, is a charming artist, whose delicate 
traceries remind me of early Paul Klee. As 
you know, apes take their painting seriously. 
The patterns they produce are not the result 
of mere accident, but of intense, if short- 
lived, concentration, and a lively sense of 
balance and space-filling. If you compare the 
painting of a young ape with that of a human 
child of relatively the same age, you will find 
that in the first, expressive, pattern-making 
stage, the ape is superior. Then, automatically 
and inexorably the child begins to draw things 
—man, house, truck, etc. This the ape never 
does. Of course his Tachiste paintings are far 
more attractive than the child's crude concep- 
tual outlines. But they cannot develop. They 
monotonous and ultimately rather depress- 


The difference between the child and the 
ape does not show itself in aesthetic percep- 
tion, or in physical perception of any kind, 
but in the child's power to form a concept. 
Later, as we know, he will spend his time 
trying to adapt his concept to the evidence of 


physical sensation; in that struggle lies the 
whole of style. But the concept—the need to 
draw a line round his thought—comes first. 
Now it is a truism that the power to form con- 
cepts is what distinguishes man from the ani- 
mals; although the prophets of modern so- 
ciety, Freud, Jung, D. H. Lawrence, have 
rightly insisted on the importance of animal 
perceptions in balanced human personality, 
the concept-forming faculty has not declined 
in modern man. On the contrary, it is the basis 
of that vast scientific achievement which, as 
I said earlier, seems almost to have put art 
out of business. 

Now if the desire to represent external 
reality depended solely on an interest in visu- 
al sensation, I would agree that it might dis- 
appear from art and never return. But if, as 
the evidence of children and monkeys indi- 
cates, it depends primarily on the formation 
of concepts, which are then modified by visual 
sensation, | think it is bound to return. For 
I consider the human faculty of forming con- 
cepts at least as “inalienable” as “life, liberty. 
and the pursuit of happiness...” 

| am not, of course, suggesting that the 
imitation of external reality will ever again 
become what it was in European art from the 
mid-l7th to the late 19th centuries. Such a 
subordination of the concept to the visual 
sensation was altogether exceptional in the 
history of art. Much of the territory won by 
modern painting will, I believe, be held. For 
example, freedom of association, the immedi- 
ate passage from one association to another— 
which is so much a part of Picasso’s painting 
and Henry Moore’s sculpture, is something 
which has existed in music since Wagner and 
in poetry since Rimbaud and Mallarmé. (I 
mean existed consciously; of course it under- 
lies all great poetry and music.) It need not 
be sacrificed in a return to external reality. 
Nor need the direct communication of intui- 
tion, through touch and an instinctive sense 
of materials. This | consider pure gain. In 
the words of my original metaphor, both the 
association blot and the gesture blot can re- 
main. But they must be given more nourish- 
ment: they must be related to a fuller knowl- 
edge of the forms and structures which impress 
us most powerfully, and so become part of 
our concept of natural order. At the end of the 
passage in which Leonardo tells the painter 
that he can look for battles, landscapes, and 
animals in the stains on walls, he adds this 
caution, *But first be sure that you know all 
the members of all things you wish to de- 
pict, both the members of the animals and the 
members of landscapes, that is to say of rocks, 
plants, and so forth." It is because one feels 
in Henry Moore's sculpture this knowledge of 
the members of animals and plants, that his 
work, even at its most abstract, makes an im- 
pression on us different from that of his imita- 
tors. His figures are not merely pleasing ex- 
amples of design, but seem to be a part of 
nature, “rolled round in Earth's diurnal course 
with rocks and stones and trees." 

Those lines of Wordsworth lead me to the 
last reason why I feel that the intuitive blot 
and scribble may not dominate painting for- 
ever. Our belief in the whole purpose of art 
may change. I said earlier that we now believe 
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it should aim at producing a kind of exalted 
happiness: this really means that art becomes 
an end in itself. Now it is an incontrovertible 
fact of history that the greatest art has always 
been about something, а means of communi 
cating some truth which is assumed to be more 
important than the art itself. The truths which 
art has been able to communicate have been 
of a kind which could not be put in any other 


way. They have been ultimate truths, stated 


symbolically. Science has achieved its triumph 
precisely by disregarding such truths, by not 
asking unanswerable questions, but sticking 
to the question “how.” I confess it looks to me 
as if we shall have to wait a long time before 
there is some new belief which requires ex- 
pression through art rather than through 
statistics or equations. And until this happens, 
the visual arts will fall short of the greatest 


epochs, the ages of the Parthenon, the Sistine 
Ceiling, and Chartres Cathedral. 

I am afraid there is nothing we can do 
about it. No amount of goodwill and no ex- 
penditure of money can affect that sort of 
change. We cannot even dimly foresee when it 
will happen or what form it will take. We can 
only be thankful for what we have got—a vig- 
orous, popular, decorative art, complementary 
to our architecture and our science, somewhat 
monotonous, somewhat prone to charlatanism, 
but genuinely expressive of our time.

As the “new” math, with its new language, takes hold and spreads, 


you'll be behind the children if you don’t catch up and catch on. Above, 


see some of the symbols that make up the new math “vocabulary.” 


In a sun-flooded office at Teachers College 
of Columbia University sat a slender, tweed- 
jacketed, pipe-smoking mathematician with a 
greying crew cut and quite a reputation as an 
authority on “new” math. 

"Professor Myron Roscoff, why all the 
fuss these days about ‘new’ math?" we asked, 
plunging right in. “What is ‘new’ math, and 
does the average young woman really have 
to know something about it?" 

In short order the professor informed us 
that there is a revolution going on in the 
teaching of math. *New" math is the intro- 
duction of "new" systems and language into 
the subject of math. Not only young women, 
but everybody, will eventually have to under- 
stand. "new" math, 

Imagine the confusion among adults 
who find themselves left out in the cold and 
outsmarted by fourth graders who are versed 
in new math, who are discovering mathe- 
matical principles, understanding mathemati- 
cal structures, experiencing mathematical 
truths. The “old” math people mainly 
learned rules and how to use them in com- 
puting answers. Today’s children are learn- 
ing concepts, a new language, an entire new 
approach. Results are incredible. 

The decimal system—which used to be 
good enough and was accepted internation- 
ally—is still around and will continue to be. 
But that’s not all. In addition to the decimal 
system, based on ten digits, we now have a 
system based on two digits (the binary, un- 
der which one plus one equals ten, for exam- 
ple), and systems based on five, six, seven 
and twelve digits, to name a few, 

Professor Roscoff minced no words in 
saying that most grown-ups are afraid of 
math—particularly women. It’s considered 


normal. With new math, conceived of ideas 
and words as well as numbers, little girls, 
he said, actually have an edge on the boys, 
who often are slower to catch on. And 
although the new systems may be harder at 
first, the children get taken with the chal- 
lenge of discovery and forge happily, not 
groaningly, ahead. They think math is fun 
now. Imagine! The day of rote drill and ex- 
ercise—without understanding—will soon be 
buried for good. 

Since math is often called the queen of 
the sciences, and science could quite aptly be 
called the queen of our times, the United States 
needs more expert mathematicians today than 
it has. But just as urgently, it needs a society 
that gets along with math in order to cope with 
automation. Although most women may not 
think they'll be the ones coping, the latest 
statistics from the Bureau of Labor indicate 
that the college woman will be working an 
average of twenty-five years. And Professor 
Roscoff maintains that many good jobs will 
not even be open to her if she is so old-fash- 
ioned that she doesn't know “new” math. She 
will have to be able to talk intelligently to 
computers using the binary system. If not this, 
she ought to at least be able to talk intelligent- 
ly to her children. 

In light of how long it takes for major 
changes to occur in education, the growth 
of new math is phenomenal. Back in the early 
nineteen-fifties, a few mathematicians became 
keenly aware of the faults in teaching math 
on the elementary and secondary levels. Dr. 
Max Beberman at the University of Illinois 
was one man who started work on a new pro- 
gram to correct this, 

Dr. Edward G. Begle of Stanford Uni- 


versity is another mathematician who con- 
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tributed substantially to the introduction of 
new math. The trend has snowballed. There 
are textbooks already out for grades four, five, 
six and junior high, with texts in preparation 
for above and below these levels. 

At Columbia Teachers College, an insti- 
tution famous for setting the pace in educa- 
tional methods, about 90 per cent of the aca- 
demic math taught is devoted to new math. 
And 100 per cent of the methods in math 
teaching are new-math oriented, said Dr. Ros- 
coff. 

As might be expected, Dr. Roscoff said, 
the fear of learning something new has 
brought a few screams of protest from teach- 
ers who are reluctant to change, but on the 
whole progress has been smooth. 

Undoubtedly there will be more screams 
of protest from the grown-up public which 
now has to be re-educated. Dr. Roscoff sug- 
gests that this needn't be so hard. Explain- 
ing new math here would be too compli- 
cated. You might start by picking up a 
paperback book on the subject—they're sold 
even at airport bookstands. Or check your 
local adult education courses. In many areas 
of the country grown-ups are taking new 
math the way they take conversational 
French. 

“Within ten years," says Professor Ros- 
coff, *every student will be studying some 
phase of new math and every adult will have 
to know something about it." —CONNIE LIEN 


Note: How does 1 + 1 = 10? In the binary 
system we have only two digits: 0 and 1. 
This means that instead of grouping by 10's, 
as in the decimal system, we group every- 
thing by 2's. With 1 + 1 then, we have one 
group of 2 and no I's, or we say, 10. Just 
as in the decimal system when we have one 
group of 10 and no Г, we say 10. Confused? 
It takes a bit oj study, weve found out, be- 
jore you can tackle anything as difficult as 
1 + 1—at least when youre tackling a sys- 
tem that's brand new to you.

but she never smashes into the consciousness 
or makes a stagy Entrance, is noticeable only 
when you begin to notice her. For this you 
need—now when it's all so new—a searching 
eye and the patience of someone waiting along 
a roadside by the sign “Deer Crossing.” You 
might discover her by indirection, by looking 
for a man holding forth with an easy flow of 
what seems like wit and wisdom, perhaps ex- 
pressing opinions that he hasn't been able to 
work edgewise into the conversation for years. 
Look at the Listener. There's our girl, riveted 
and riveting, so responsive because she is 
truly outer-directed, truly man-directed. 

Hers is the second take—why I didn't 
realize at first that she was so pretty, almost 
beautiful—kind of looks. She's a long drink 
of cream. But this roundness of hers is not to 
be confused with rotundity, it’s simply that 
you are less aware of bone structure here, 
more conscious of yards of beautiful skin. 
Hair is more apt to be a soft swing of tassel 
than an Arrangement. In a quiet face there 
is only one exaggeration—wide, round eyes 
(never the skinny eyes of calculation) ro- 
manced by unlimited eyelashes. And the mood 
of her clothes is an eon away from fashion 
aggression; it is, if you stop to analyze it, a 
whole new feeling of distribution of emphasis 
and an impression that this girl has more on 
her mind than just the way she looks. 

How can these new specifics of roundness 
suddenly apply to a cast of thousands? Will 
that girl who is basically more bone-y than 
peach-y become, all at once, the new dispos- 
sessed? Was this new girl only born yester- 
day? She was born yesterday and she curved 
in quietly sometime today but she won't be 
gone tomorrow. She will seem to be around as 
far as the eye can see due to that improbable 
talent of womankind to change the unchange- 
able whenever it's desirable to do so. There 
weren't actually that many Gibson Girls 
around, you know, and there was only one 
Jacqueline Kennedy until, by some miraculous 
sleight-of-eye, there were millions. Faces and 
shapes and even bone structure can be made 
to appear whole different things by an impulse 
that comes from within. Instead of clutching 
at a coffee cup, a woman's arm will flow to- 
ward it, appearing more curved than angu- 
lar... any girl that melts into a room speaks 
of softness . . . the banishment of nervous man- 
nerisms is a fluid drive in the right direction 
and, too, a gentle delicate voice is a part of 
the new composure. Gradually this technique 
of over-to-you, substituting for me-me-me can 
do its mysterious work of seeming to trans- 
form physiologically as well as psycholog- 
ically. Once the blinding conviction that she 
belongs to the Opposite sex in every sense 
takes hold, any girl can arrange this Eve 
Thing. Of course the clothes of this summer 
are an immense help. It is no longer square 
to be pretty, it is on the other hand quite 
square to be sulky smart. In city-dressing for 
instance, even in formal circles, formality is 
no longer mandatory. A pink and white 
checked suit of gingham will have its own 
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urbanity, moved around town by a pair of 
strappy, sandally shoes, Dark dresses will be 
outvoted by strawberry and raspberry linens 
and by cloudless blue cottons, 

And Eve has brought back Evening to 
summer, For the first time in a millennium 
there will be quite a lot of changing at dusk 
. . into little lilies of the valley like the white 
dotted Swiss (dotted Swiss!) one on page 66 
(this new girl represents the triumph of the 
lily of the valley over the tiger lily) .. . into 
dinner dresses of white eyelet embroidery cut 
as carefully as any velvet . . . into long, liquid 
Empire-minded cottons that freely admit to a 
real décolletage. You can know that, this sum- 
mer, whenever you do dress you won't be em- 
barrassingly alone in your glory, because this 
summer there will be more than just a few 
who are not forgetting that they are women. 

These are some of the ripples that this 
large change is sending forth (not overlook- 
ing that still small voice that really persuades 
— just try it) but it is breathing life into that 
classic controversy . . .
